Cooking canned fruit in the oven la 
easily and quickly done, while the 
fruit retains its shape, color and fla- 
vor better than wh«a oookad la a pre- 
senring kettle. 

Cover the bottom of the oven with 
a sheet of asbestos, the same as used 
by plumbers for covering furnace 
pipes. This is very reasonable at any 
plumbing shop. If it is impossibie to 
purchase the aabestoa. one n Iniiepan 
in whidi there Is about two laehes 
of boiUas water. Thoroashly sterUUe 
the lara aad utensila. Make the simp 
of sugar and water as sweet as need- 
ed. Prepare the fruit the same as 
for cooking ia the preserving kettle. 
Fill the hot Jars with this, pouring in 
Buffleient sirup to fill the Jar. Run 
the blade of a silTer knife around the 
Inside of eadi Jar. (Naver OM a steel 
itnife.) Place tha Jars la the oven 
either on the aabestos or in the open 
pan of water. 

The oven should be moderately hot. 
Cook the fruit ten minutes. Remove 
from the oven and All each Jar with 
boiling sirup. Wipe and seal. If the 
screw covers are used, tighten them 
after the glass has thoroutfily cooled. 

LArge fruits may require a pint of 
sirup to each quart Jar of frnlt. The 
small fruit will require a Utile over 
half a pint of the sirup. — Ladles' 
World.

How Ptomaine Poisoning Can Be 
AvoMed by Testing Conteato ef 
Can for Copper. 

Chicory is not harmful and some 
like It. bat when we buy eoSSe we 
don't want to pay coffee price for chic- 
ory. To find out whether you are buy- 
ing the real thing, put a tablesi>oonful 
of the coffee in a glass; pour cold wa- 
ter over it, and watch. 

If the coffee is pure the water will 
hardly be stained. If chicory ia pres- 
ent It turas the water a de^ brown 
color. 

Here Is a good test for canned 
foods: Put a bright, clean steel knife 
in the contents directly you open the 
can. Leave for a minute. If copper is 
present it will be seen on the knife's 
blade and you've escaped ptomaine 
polaonlng 

Prssh eggs will alwaya sink m wa- 
ter. SUIe eggs hare smooth and 
glassy shells; trsoh eggs kave a Ume- 
llke suriace. 



Minced Chicken, Cream Sauce. 
Put into a aaaeepan one tablespoon- 
ful of butter, one gill of atock and 
two tablespooafnls of stale bread ''j 
crumbe and stir until boiling. Then I 
add one pint of cold chicken, chopped 
tine; a teasponnfvil salt, a dash of pep- 
per anrl a teaapoonfuJ of chopped pars- 
ley.

■We need a national law that will 
keep children in school until they arc 
16," Mr. D. H. Warner, one of the 
largest manufacturers In Connecticut, 
told a representative of the National 
Child Labor Committee the other day. 
-Mr. Warner is the head of a large 
concern in iiridgeport, who recently 
put his 4,000 employees on a forty- 
eight hour week, although the state 
law permits him to operate fifty-five 
hours p. week. 

"The manufacturer who employs 
children of 14 or 15 does not beneki 
himself because childr<-n are not good 
vi'orkers; he does not t)eneflt the com- 
mnnity because he hanns the child, 
and it is the good of the coniniunify. 
not the individual manufacturer, that 
must be considered in this qnestloa ot 
rtiild labor. 

"I never employ children under 16 
if 1 can get older workers because I 
consider the years between 14 and 16 
the most impressionable ones of a 
child's life and I know that the fac- 
tory inUuence is a bad one, no matter 
how careful an employer may be. 
Those years should be spent in school 
and in the open, not in the factory 
where physical. mental,i> moral and fl- 
tmnciai growth is stunted. If we 
must have men with a college educa- 
tion in the executive iiositions, it is 
equally neceasary to have a propor- 
tionate amount of training throughout 
I lie entire force. I find it c.xtreniely 
ditlicuit to get intelligent girls for re- 
sponsible positions. I ^hare tried to 
iiaiii thi'iji liiit thi'ii' iMck of I'ducation 
makes it impossible tor tlieni lu go Im>- 
yond a certain point. 

**It is true, of course, that poverty 
makes it necessary for some children 
lo go to Work before they are 16. 1 
think it might be advisable to permit 
exemptions to the sixteen-year limit 
for audi chihlreii who are over 14 
and are declared phyuieally fit for 
work by a physician. Cases of actual 
poverty are not very niinieroiis, hoW' 
erer. Many children are sent to work 
because their pareata are not poor but 
avaricious." ^ •' 



Kitchen Tables.

Swiss Steak.

Dip the peaches In this, then 
roll in powdered siigar. lay on paper 
in sun to dry. Repeat until there is 
thick coating of tlie sugar around the 
peach. If entirely covered, these will 
keep for a long time, and this is a 
favorite English method of preparing 
peaches. 



Rhubarb Pudding. 
Two pounds of rhubarb, war*h and 
cut in piei es. Don t peel. Then cover 
with water well and stew until very 
soft and all color ia atewed out of the 
rhnbarb. Tbea strain and put back 
on stove with one aad one-halt cup- 
fuls of sugar added and thicken with 
two lablespoonfuls of cornstarch.

Incidentally 
they cause an anniiMl loss nmalag Into 
million^ of dollars per year. 

In thia day of enlightenment such 
things are both wasteful and. one 
might add. criminal, especially so in 
view of the feet that almost Instant 
relief may be had by a few well placed 
charjjes of dynamite. .Not only will 
these lilasts straighten out the kinks 
and bends and remove ledges and 
sand bars, but they will deepen and Im- 
prove the channela as nature has real- 
ly Intended. Incidentally by straight-

Venice saw her last brilliant season 
in the spring of 1914. As to the sum- 
mer bathing season. It was hastily in- 
tempted at ito heiiM kf the sadden 
outbreak of hostilities. Owing to her 
position, to the fact that she possesses 
one of the most important military ar- 
senals of Italy and that she Is the 
seat of the maritime defense of the 
Adriatic, the city has since then been 
practically cloaed to TiBltora of every 
natioaalHy. 

After Italy'a intarentlon, Venice be- 
came a sort of Astatic forbidden city, 
and not even Italians are admitted 
without a special permit from the 
commander in chief. This permit, 
however, is only Issued to those who 
can prove to tta aatlatoctlon of the 
InqolBttarlal aaOerttlaa that tkey kava 
legltlmato knalaeaa to traaaaet withta 
the city boundaries, and is invariably 
temporary. Idlers, cnrioslto mongers, 
and the socalled lovers of the pictur- 
esque, are inexorably excluded. As 
to the newspaper men — well. Admiral 
Cotinelli regards them as the most 
ondealrable ot aU. whether tkey be 
Italtana or front the aUtod ooaatrlea. 

The first resatt of the stringent 
measures adopted by the toOltary au- 
thorities concerning the sojourn of 
foreigners, was a general closing of 
all large hotels a(}d the transforming 
of the Lido into a sort of huge sani- 
tarium where thowaanda ot conva- 
lesdag aai di era now ha* to tibe san 
wrapped to laaB whtta taalca aad 
swalt the ttaM ftir retamtag to the 
front "to finlah the Job." With the 
hotels scores of curio, lace and other 
shops closed to save expenses while 
iraiting for the return of the good 
times. 

Bat tkoaa who kava aaBarad moat 
from Oe abaeaee of vteltorB are the 

thousands of pigeons nestling in the 
buildings and towers of Venice's fa- 
mous square. It Is a well-known fart 
that the few pounds of Indian corn 
the mnnicipallty provides for their 
matotenance are anjrthing but suffi- 
cient prapHli to nowlah tke poor 
ereatarea. and that tt wo the chanty 
of the toarlato whM to former years 
and at all seasons prorldad ttaa wttk 
substantial food. 

But now, the familiar sight of the 
old English lady or the young Ameri- 
can misses feeding the pigeons in the 
center ot the aqimra la no longar to 
be aaea aad tha poor Mrda TBlnly elns- 
ter arooad the man who stops to ad- 
mire this or that facade or the fres- 
coes of St. Mark's. The com venders, 
known to thousands of Americans by 
their first name, are there as usual, 
but the purchasers are few, and the 
cooing pigeons fiy bncfc 
Ot Into tha plgaoM kava kac« to 
grato to btoM atarratlon. 

As to the gondolas and the gondo- 
liers, they have suffered terribly from 
the war, and their fate resembles much 
that of the pigeons. It was the touf- 
ist and the wealthy visitor who pat- 
ronized the gondolier, ud tkeir ab- 
sence tnm Oa etty fM^wre tkan n 
year has compelled aeataa of gondola 
proprietors to go oat of Imslness and 
sell their outfit at a sacrifice. 

The gondolier, the thick-set, sun- 
burned, muscular specimen of human- 
ity, that sent the gondola skimming 
30 yards over the glassy aarface at 
every atroke <rf tke long oar, kaa dla- 
appaared vrftk tka ■n k nii a tl on. and ia 
aaw altter at tka ftant or serving on 
one of the men-of-war cruising the 
Adriatic. Only a few old onps are 
left, and the visitor who now crosses 
the Grand canal is painfully Impressed 
by the small number of gondolas to 
service. 

At aaaaat. whan tka capotoa. the 
do— a aad the wglcnm oT Vaalee glit- 
ter ander tke laat raya of the parting 
sun the spectacle presented by the 

squares is even more saddening. Navy 
officers in immaculate white uniforms 
and army offlcprs in gray have long 
replaced the variegated, fashionable, 
wealthy crowd that to former years 
added to Vaalee'a dtom and ptatar- 
w aqasnaaa. and taB to mimlstakable 
words the story ot Italy at war. 

Yet Venice Is resigned : no one com- 
plalns: every class has sacrificed on 
the altar of patriotism Ita own pri-

care of themselves. It is* not so 
much necessary to light disease as to 
cultivate health for the happiness, 
contentment and moral gain that it 
brings.** There is something nnusti- 
ally optimistic and bouyant In such 
words, says the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association". They em- 
body tbe psychologic cue to comfort 
and happiness for many a* patient, 
without implyins that "man is incap<i;
